Last year, about two cents of each dollar Gulf received in Canada were paid 
in dividends to shareholders here and in other countries. Compared with the 
$4.9 billion in total revenues only $61 million left the country as dividends 
to foreign shareholders - about IV* cents for each dollar received. 

About $363 million were paid to Gulf Canada employees. Despite lower 
profits we spent almost $840 million on capital and exploration expenditures. 
It cost approximately $2.5 billion (including petroleum compensation charges 
collected by the federal government) to buy crude oil and other 
raw materials. Also in this figure is $218 million to buy crude 
oil from other countries. If Canada were oil self-sufficient, all 
of this money could go into the Canadian economy, and Canada 
would no longer be at the mercy of foreign oil suppliers.
